Road beautification. Formerly women’s clubs were 
the chief agencies interested in the beautification of our 
highways. In this the women have been much more far- 
sighted than the men. A row of shade trees near either side 
of the highway is an incentive to leisurely and orderly travel, 

4. Width of roadway. The pavement of the parkway | 
referred to is forty feet wide, compared to ordinary road 
widths which are often not more than twenty to thirty feet. 
This refers to the actual pavement width and not to the right 
of way. Wide roads ars essential in modern heavily traveled 
streets because of the definite traffic purposes to be served. 
Even on a road limited to private motor cars it is desirable to 
have a lane for slow moving automobiles in either direction 
and a center lane for those who wish to travel at the highest 
speed. 

It is to be noted, also, that the Bronx River Parkway is 
brilliantly lighted throughout its length, contributing enor- 
mously to operation at night. 

This bulletin notes something that we must all keep 
in mind in considering highway improvement; this is the 
fact that while a great deal of progress has been made in 
bringing rural highway up to acceptable standards of safety, 
improvements in city streets and metropolitan area roads are 
still in the early stages. The reason for this is, of course, 
that the problem is intensified by the greater volume of 
traffic in urban areas and the cost of making improvements 
is also very much higher than it is in the country.

Traffic Research, endowed in 
Harvard University by the Stude- 
baker Corporation.
